INDO-CHINA IS 
NEXT OBJECTIVE 
OF COMMUNISTS 


By JAMES D. WHITE 
(AP Foreign New* Analyst) 
Yesterday the French pulled one 
of their small garrisons back from 
a point in Indo-China near the 
Chinese border. 
If and when the Chinese Com­ 
m unists arrive, the French will not 
be there to stop them. 
Possibly for the benefit of Amer­ 
ican officials planning a new policy 
to combat Communism in East Asia, 
this underlines the fact that ludo 
China lies squarely in the path of 
any Communism that spills over 
from China. 
Yet earlier this week, Just after 
Oen. Om ar N. Bradley announced 
th a t France would get the bulk of 
American arm s sent to Europ to 
contain Communism there. France’s 
President Aurlol assured the Indo 
Chinese th at France would defend 
them from any outside aggressor. 
Prance would need help for this 
job, because for three years she lias 
failed to beat down the native Na­ 
tionalist movement led by Ho Chl- 
m lnh. 
Unrecognised Republic 
Ho is a Communist who heads the 
unrecognized republic of Viet-Nam. 
His leadership is pojiulur enough 
among 25.000,000 Indo-Chinese that 
when the French set up Bai Dai as 
em peror of a rival state last June, 
they also called it Viet-Num. 
To fight Ho, tile French still use 
more th an 100,000 Foreign Legion­ 
naires. Away from the main roads 
and cities, outposts are m aintained 
by airlifts.

President To Make 
Labor Day Speech 


Pittsburgh, Aug. 13 (ZP)— President 
Truman will deliver a Labor Day 
address in Pittsburgh. 
The President will speak at the 
annual Allegheny County Free Fair. 


Altoona, Pa., Aug. 13 (ZP) — Vice 
President Alben W. Barkley says 
leadership of the world has been J 
thrust into the hands of the U. S. 
“so billions can raise their heads as 
free people.” 
“What we are trying to preserve 
Is priceless," Barkley said last night I 
in a feature speech of Altoona’s 
week-long centennial celebration. 
Iii serious vein, the former ma­ 
jority leader in the Senate declared 
the U. S. is spending “five to six 
billions dollars a year to help other 
nations preserve freedom 
in 
the 
world." He added that when democ- • 
racy is threatened in one section oi 
the world democracy everywhere is 
threatened. 
Given Miniature Bell 
Commenting on the progress the 
U. S. and Altoona have made in the 
past 
IOO years, Barkley declared: 
“This country was founded by people 
who came here to find religious free­ 
dom. We must forever maintain sep­ 
aration of church and state." 
Just before leaving for Paducah, 
Kv\, where he’s being honored today, 
the vice president was presented a 
miniature locomotive bell by C. I. 
Clugh, works manager of the Penn­ 
sylvania Railroad 
Barkley, who:*, 
name has been linked romantically 
with Mrs. C hariton S. Hadley, St. ! 
Louis widow, accepted the bell and 
laughingly commented: "The news­ 
papers have been filling my ears 
with rumors about bells in recent 
weeks but this bell has a real ding 
to it.” 
Sen. Myers Talks 
The Pennsylvania Railroad, which 
has 
its system-wide 
shops 
here, 
presented a pageant of its progress 


during the labor and industry parade 
which preceded Barkley’s address. 
Senator Francis J . Myers (D-Pa.) 
predicted In a speech there will be 
“a dramatic new expansion in the 
railroad industry if railroad manage­ 
ment and labor continue moderniz­ 
ing their thinking.” 
The 
Pennsylvania 
senator 
had 
this to say of railroad-labor rela­ 
tions: "Railroad labor long ago came 
to recognize that the best way they 
can help themselves climb up the 
economic ladder ^ras to help the 
railroads do a better Job. Manage­ 
ment, on its side learned, too, that 
well-paid, secure and happy em­ 
ployes were alert and interested em­ 
ployes, were conscious not merely of 
today’s pay check but of today’s op­ 
portunities In a healthy Industry.’’ 


He ll be introduced to more than 
100,000 person^ shortly after noon. I 
The Pittsburgh appearance will 
be the first of two Labor Day ad- j 
dresses for Mr. iTruman. He is 
scheduled to appear later the same 
day at the national convention of 
American Veterans of World War

in Pittsburgh too late to review 


the annual Labor Day parade of 
AFL unions. The AFL says
